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1>EING  remarkably  deformed  in  my 
J  perfon>  which  gives  rirc.fometimcs 
to  many  an  odd  thought,  I  am  difpo  ed 
to  try  whether  1  cannot,  with.fome  .al- 
bitance,  turn  that  into  a  iubjed  of  anuii'e- 
ment  to  my  readers. 

It  is  uft'enlive  tor  a  man  to  fpeak  much 
ofhiinfelf,  and  tew  can  do  it  with  fo 
good  a  grace  as  Montaigne.  I  with  1 
could.  My  fubjc(^,  however,  will  be  my 
apology,  and  1  am  lure  it  will  draw  no 
ftivy  upon  me.  Bodily  deformity  is 
yitible  to  every  eye;  but  theetie^s  of  it 
are  known  to.very  few,  intimately' known 
to  none  but  *  thoic  who  fed  them,  and 
|li^  Veldom  are  inclined  to  re  veal.  them. 

The  late  ingenious  Mr  Hay,  member 
Ibr  3eaford  in  Sullex,  who  ferved  hit 
country  faithfully  in  feveral  parliaments, 
and  had  as  upright  a  mind  as  ever  was 
lodged  in  a  efooked  body,  has  treated 
this  fubjed:  very  ingenioully  and  very  ex- 
tenrively ;  ar^  while  I  am  borrowing  fo 
largciy  from  fuch  an  elegant  writer,  it 
would  be  very  unfair  not  to  own  that  1 
am  iiulei^ted  to  him  for  moft  of  the  eii* 
teiTuining  palfagcs  in  the  courlc  o7  this 
eiiay,  .which  wuuJd'not  have  appeared  at 
all,  but  that  he  has  interrupted  his  with 
a  variety  of  cpifodcs  and  digroiUous, 
which,  though  very  well  in  themielves, 
carry  it  to  too  great  length  to  be  rccol- 
^  leded  in  the  mcmofyi  to  w'hich  1  will 
add  that  t^s  mode  of  publication  will 
convey  bis  thoughts  upon  tic 
more  generalVy.

If  the  reader  wilhes  rot  to  give  him’ a 
delineation  of  niy  outward  figure,  I  will 
briefly  tell  him,  that  I  am  about  fc^r  feet 
fix  inches  high^  that  my. back  very  tniicii 
reiembles  that  given  us  for  Aifop,  which 
therefore  arty  child  will  guefs;  that  my 
bead  is  half  buri^  between  my  (boul¬ 
ders;  that  of  my  l^s  is  fbortCT  by 
two  inches  than  the  other,  and  tliat  they 
are  bunh,  to  all  appearance,  (b  Him  as  to 
Item  icarcc  futScicot  to  Tuppoit  my  body. 
Whoever  has  feen  Richard  111.  upon  the 
ftage,  Mr  Pope,  Monlieut  Scarroo,  or 
the  late  princ<i  of  Orange,  may  with  very 
little  diffictilty  guefs  at  my  fi^re.  Thi* 
deformity  in  my  perfon  however  h.is  ne¬ 
ver  once  occanoned  me  to  murmur  a- 
gainfl  provideuce,  on  accuiuit  ui’  my  iH 
luck  in  a  loitery  wheic  there  are  fo  many 
prizes  to  a  bbnk*  on  the  contrary,  1 
make  it  a  nmttrr  of  (peculation  rather 
than  concci  n,  and  view  it  in  a  philofo- 
phical  not  a  prejudicial  light,  whicn  may 
Dd  of  uTe  to  pcrlons  fo  (1  wBl  not 
pidiappiiy)  diftinguiflied,  and  per¬ 
haps  wLvIlyuiicnifiyalnisic  lo  wthers.

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It  is  ear?  to  conceive,  that  as  my  body 
is  t'alhioncd.  it  is  but  little  able  to  per¬ 
form  many  of  its  functions.  Soarron  in¬ 
vented  an  erik^ifie  to  take  olf  liis  liat;  and 
I  wiih  I  could  contrive  one  to  hang  mine 
up,  or  to  buckle  my  Ihoes;  for  I  can 
bend  my  body  no  oUierwile  than  an  it  is 
l>eut  by  nature.  For  this  reafon  wlicn  a 
lady' drops  a  fan,  or  glove,  1  am  not  iIm: 
firil  to  pick  it  up,  and  am  obliged  to  re- 
Itrain  my  inclination  from  (hang  tliofe 
little  odiccs,  rather  thaii  expofe  my  Ipi 
cier-lik,e  lhaj>e.  Nor  iliould  it  be  thoiignt 
pride  if  I  do  not  al.vays  rife  !r;m  my 
ieat  w'iieii  1  ought;  if  it  is  low,  i  fi  id  a 
great  deal  of  trouble  in  it,  and  my  center 
of  gravity  lying  behind  rather  than  l»c- 
fore,  I  am  in  rear  uf  filling  back.  I'hings 
h  inging  within  the  reach  i/foihcr.",  arc 
out  of  nrine,  and  vviiat  ievcral  cau  lio 
with  cafe,  I  want  ftrength  to  manage. 
Crouds  I  avoid  .is  much  as  1  can,  for  fear 
of  being  (lifled  in  them,  where  my  back 
Wviulooniy  ferve  as  a  lodgment  for  the 
elbow  of  any  tall  fellow'  that  m’ght  be 
near  me;  and  therefore  I  often  deny 
inyfclfiomc  entertainment.s  rather  than 
venture  in  one,  know'ing  how  uneqiuil  I 
am  to  ftrngglc  in  it;  and  if  any  fiulden 
qnanel  fhould  arife,  what  a  defperate 
chance  I  fnould  Hand  in  the  encounter. 
One  ttroke  from  the  arm  of  any  very  ftout 
fifllow  would  immedialely  CiHilign  me 
over  to  Charon ;  belidcs,  I  could  never 
be  able  to  fee  any  thing  when  my  whole 
employment  would  be  to  guard  my  per- 
fon.  Thefe  and  many  other  inci>nve- 
iiiencies  continually  attend  a  figure  like 
mine:  they  may  appear  grievous  to  per- 
forts  not  ufed  to  them,  but  they  grow 
cafie/  by  habit,  ami  though  they  will 
fometimes  a  little  diflurb,  they  are  not 
fulTicient  to  deftroy,  the  comforts  of  life, 
of  wdiich,  upon  an  average,]  h.avc enjoy¬ 
ed  as  great  a  fliarc  as  moft  men ;  and 
perhaps  oi>c  proof  of  it  is  the  comjiofing 
thiseflay,  not  intended  as  a  complaint  a- 
gainft  providence,  but  as  an  innocent  a- 
iTiiifemcnt  to  myfelf  and  ethers.  • 

No  poft,  hoivcver  eminent,  can  re 
deem  a  deformed  perfon  from  contempt; 
it  attends  him  like  his  own  lhadow,  and, 
like  that  too,  is  ever  reminding  him  of 
his  ill-figure.  Unmerited  reflections 
thrown  out  ag»inlt  a  man’s,  perioii  are 
hard  of  digeftion— but  I  never  received 
any  aflront  on  this  point  from  any  gentle¬ 
man  1  c\*er  k’>ew,  or  from  one  who  dc-  • 
fervt  d  thiit  name.  I  fliould  lx?  a  churl 
iiniccd,  if  I  was  to  rcfent.any  little  plea^ 
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fantryofa  friend,  which  b rather  »n  iV 

hance.of  Kindutfs  and  atftdion;  and 
Ihoiiid  be  unfit  to  fit  at  table  with 
Ihould  1  relent  his  congratulations  oii 
my  emerging  from  the  eclipl'e  of  a  large 
lurloiii  of  beef  or  bowl  of  punch  that 
Hood  between  us.  But  the  feene  changei 
quickly  w  hen  1  get  into  a  mob,  where 
iiilbicnce  rifes  in  propoition  as  the  mau 
finka  in  condition,  and  w  here  1  can  Icaicc 
llir  a  Hep  w  ;thv  ut  .m  afiront.  But  1  am 
uiinu)V(.d  with  that  Icunility  which  uled 
toalfetfl  me  when  1  was  y(/unger.  Tlieir 
calling  me  Loniy  is  .a  title  I  never,  much 
valued,  and  now  iiitircly  delpi  e,  and  yet 
they  will  force  it  upon  me  aa  an  htiiiour.  ' 
whiditiiey  have  a  right  tv)  beUovv,'and 
vvhtcii  1  h  ive  iiv^re  to  refule.  '1  tiis  abufic 
is  giovvn  into  lucn  a  habit,  that  an  itiih 
ciuuunan  often  ufes  ii  when  he  aiks  mt 
to  take  a  cluh ,  and  H  ineliiiies  a  beggar 
when  he  aiks  an  alms. 

Men  naturally  defpife  what  appear* 
lefs  beautiful  or  niefnl,  and  tlicir  pride  is 
j^ratifieuby  feeing  lueU  foiU  to  their  own 
perKms.  It  is  this  leiilc  of  fuperiority 
w  hich  is  teHified  by  laughter  in  the  lower 
fort,  while  their  belters,  who  know  how 
little  any  man  has  to  boaH  of,  are  i;e* 
Hraiiied  by  good  breeding  and  good- . 
manner.^,  frv‘m  otJering  Inch  an  infult. 
This  uiftvTerice  of  beliaviour  towards  m« 
hath  given  me  the  Hrcmgelt  idea  of  the 
force  of  education,  and  taught  rue  to  let 
a  right  value  iqxin  it.  It  is  certainly  the 
Hainp  of  a  man’s  character,  it  diftin- 
guilhcs  the  b-ife  from  the  valuable  metaU 
and  is  the  hairier  betvvet?n  the  mob  and 
the  civili’/ed  part  of  mankind.  Ibi# 
ulage  hath  alfo  been  of  advantage  to  me# 
for  it  hath  made  me  fly  (like  Horace) 
from  the  Vulgar  to  the  c'ompany  of  my, 
Itiperiors,  where  I  am  IVh  e  to  be  cafy, 
and  though  1  want  qualities  to  recom¬ 
mend  me,  I  camiot  fay  1  was  ever  ill  re¬ 
ceived  by  them. 

I  never  appear  fo  little  jn  my  own  eyes^ 
as  w^hen^  1  am  walking  oiv  the  fide  of  Ciip- 
tain  A.  between  two  rows  of  his  gretia" 
dier^,  made  Hill  taller  by  their  caps^ 
and  cannot  but  inwardly  grieve,  that 
while  I  have,  the  fame  inclination  to  fervt 
my  country  and  prince,  I  want  Hrength 
to  perform  it.  There  arc  many  other 
great  and  tall  men  with  whom  I  think  it 
an  honour  to  convcrle,  ard  though  theif 
eyes  are  placed  in  a  much  higher  paral¬ 
lel,  they  take  care  never  to  overlook  mc,D 
and  arc  always  concerned  if  by  chaiK^ 
they  happcQ  to  Hrike  my  hat  with  tlM 
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f^how.  When  ftanding  or  walking*  in- 
Oeal,  we  find  fome  difficulty  in  the  con- 
vcrfition,  for  they  arc  obliged  to  ftbop 
down  as  in  feirch  of  a  pin,  while  I  am 
looking  upas  if  I  was  gazing  at  a  ftar: 
and  1  own  T  fonietimes  ufe  a  little  policy, 
that  the  difference  may  not  Iccm  fo  very 
rcmarkal)le. 

I  will  now  confidrr,  bric6y,  what  in¬ 
fluence  deformity  has  upon  the  health 
and  fortune  of  the  perfon  who  is  fo,  and 
hilly  what  turn  it  gives  to  the  mind. 
Many  may  fiippofe  that  the  oulvvard 
form  being  irregular,  the  inward  parts 
cannot  be  fo  well  di  poled  to  perform 
their  fuin^tions,  and  that  tlK^rcfore  de¬ 
formed  perfons  cannot  he  long-lived, 
lint  this  is  a  ciueftjon  btft  determined 
by  fac^s:  ifiifop  was  not  young  when  he 
died,  and  he  might  have  lived  longer,  if 
lie  had  not  been  murdered  at  Delphi: 
the  duke  of  Luxemburg  lived  tobelixty- 
levcn:  the  lord  treaun  er  Burleigh  re.ach- 
ed  feventy-eigfht;  Mr  Pv'pe’s  father,  it  is 
faid,  was  deformed,  and  he  was  fcveiity- 
five  when  he  died:  My  father  w’asmot 
deformed,  but  adive,  and  my  mother  a 
celebrated  beauty,  and  yCl  I  have  out¬ 
lived  them  both,  and  daily  fee  many  a- 
niongll  my  friends  and  acquaintances 
quitting  the  Itage  before  me.  As  a  de¬ 
formed  perfon  is  not  made  for  violent 
rxeicife,  he  islcfs  liable  tofuch  diforders 
as  arc  tlie  natural  confequence  of  it,  and 
will  cfcapc  many  accidents  to  w’hich  men 
of  athletic  make,  who  glory  in  their 
ftrength,  fo  frequently  expofe  thcmfelves 
to,  to  make  proof  of  it.  He  will  not  be  the 
man  that  llndl  ride  from  I  ondon  to  York 
in  a  day,  or  to  Windlor  in  an  hour,  for  a 
wager,  or  taking  furprifing  jumps,  or 
running  furprifing  lengths  in  a  little  time, 
for  little  purpofe  but  the  pleafurc  of  re¬ 
lating  them.  Nature,  too,  calls  on  de¬ 
formed  perfons  to  be  very  careful  not  to 
offer  fuch  affronts  as  may  call  them  into 
the  field  of  falfe  honour,  where  they  can¬ 
not  fowcll  acquit  themfclvesfor  want  of 
ftrength  and  agility;  and  the  want  of 
thefe  produces  another  care,  I  mean  of 
their  health;  for  havingbut  little  ftrength, 
they  are  more  temperate  in  their  way  of 
living,  fo  preferve  it.  On  the  whole,  I 
conclude  that  deformity  is  a  protection 
to  a  man’s  health  and  perfon,  which 
(ft range  as  it  may  appear)  is  better  de¬ 
fended  by  feeblencfb  than  ftrength 
I  will  nowconfider  what  influence  de¬ 
formity  has  upon  a  man’s  fortune.  A- 
snong  tiie  lower  cla&  he  is  cut  off  from 


many  profeffions  and  employments  H# 
cannot  be  a  foldter,  he  is  und<^  the  ftand- 
ard  ;  he  cannot  be  a  failor,  he  wants  aC- 
.tivity  to  climb  the  rigging ;  he  cannot  be 
a  chairman  or  a  porter,  he  wMnts  ftrength 
to  bear  the  burden.  In  higher  life  he  is 
ill  qualified  for  a  lawyer,  he  can  fcarce 
be  feen  over  thebirpand  for  a  divine, 
for  he  may  drop  from  his  kaftbek  out  of 
fight  in  his  pulpit.  The  improvement  of 
his  w/«,/,  then,  is  his  proper  province. 
He  cannot  l>e  a  dancing-mafter,  to  adiuft 
the  heels;  but  he  may  be  a  fchool-maftcr, 
to  inftriid  the  head ;  he  cannot  make  a 
graceful  adtor,  but  he  may  write  a  good 
play;  he  cannid  »irr’dergo  the  fatigue  of  it 
campaign,  but  may  advife  the  operations 
of  it,  ami  may  grow  famous  by  only  re¬ 
lating  thc'fe  exploits  which  are  out  of  hi* 
power  to  imitate.  Upon  the  whole,  then, 
deformity  is  fiime  obftrudtion  to  a  man*d 
advancement  in  the  world,  but  an  ad¬ 
vantage  in  reftvaining  his  fondnefs  foi*  it^ 
We  will  now',  in  the  laft  place,  confidcr 
w'hat  turn  it  gives  to  the  mind.  It  w 
highly  ncceffary  that  a  deformed  pertbn 
fhould  be  upon  his  guard  againft  every 
frailty  of  mind,  and  that  the  outward 
frame  do  not  diftort  the  ftnil.-  Tiivenal 
prayed  fora  found  mind  in  a  healthy 
body;  and  every  deformed  perfon  ffiouUl 
pray  for  an  upright  mind  in  a  crooked 
one ;  for  if  beauty  adds  grace  to  virtue, 
vice  muft  be  doubly  hideous  in  defbrmf^ 
ty.  It  fometimes  happens,  that  perfons 
with  whom  I  have  a  flight  acquaintance 
will  take  notice  of  me  on  fome  days,  and 
overlook  me  on  others,*  well  knowing 
that  they  ought  to  treat  one  of  my  fhaf>c 
with  that  precife  degree  of  ceremony 
which  fuits  their  prefent  humour.  I  will 
not  fay  this  is  a  pleafurc;  but  lean  truly 
fay  it  is  no  mortification.  It  excites  no 
refentment  in  me,  but  fpcciilation  only  ; 
and  I  cohfider  with  myfelf  what  can 
make  them  of  fuch  particular  impor¬ 
tance  to  thcmfelves  at  that  period — and 
afk  myfelf  ciueftions  of  this  fort:  Is  his 
father  dead  r  Has  he  written  a  play  ?  Hat. 
he  dined  with  my  lord  mayor?  Has  be 
gotten  a  new  equipage  or  title?  Is  he 
going  to  marry  a  fortune  ?  and  others  of 
the  fame  nature;  and  though  1  am  a 
perfon  of  no  great  penetration,  I  fome- 
times  hif  on  the  right  caufe. 

To  concludc-^when  I  die,  I  care  not  * 
whatlxx:ome8  of  the  contemptible  car- 
cafe  that  is  the  fubjed  of  this  dlay.

ANECDOTES. 

During  the  prote<ftorfhij>  of  Oliver 
CnimwcH,  he  propofed  an  eftablifli-

IT  appears,  by  the  publifher’s  advc'rtife- 
ment  prefixed  to  thefe  poems,  that 
the  author,  whofe  works  arc  now  offered 
to  the  public,  met  with  a  fate  uncommon 
ami  unmerited  by  fo  great  a  genius.  He 
who  was  admired  and  beloved  by  all  the 
l>cft  writers  of  his  time ;  who  was  eftcem- 
ed,  and  highly  recommended  by  the  cri¬ 
tical  Johnfon  and  the  learned  Seldcn, 
was,  in  a  few  years  after  his  death,  a1- 
moft  forgotten ;  fo  that  no  trace  of  an 
edition  of  William  Browne’s  works  is  to 
be  found  hnee  the  ufur()ation  of  Oliver 
Cromwell.  However,  the  publifher  has
